Covent Garden Cheatre. 

The School for Grown Children, and the Pantomime, were played 
last night to a numerous audience. 

The new Farce, which is announced here for this evening, is by Mr. 
Peake, and the subject the same as the one produced on Monday at 
the Adelphi, which is from the pen of a very clever actor at Covent 
Garden Theatre. 

Miss Por at the ADELPHI.—The anecdote upon which this Farce is 
founded, appeared a few weeks ago in the Vew Times. A young Lon-~ 
don banker, the Mr. Dibbs of the farce, falls in love with a popular 
actress, Miss Pop.—Miss Pop has resolved to leave town for a star- 
ring tour through the provinces. Mr. Dibbs, learning her intention, 
through a paragraph in the Courier, resolves to travel with her in the 
same coach, and thus seek an opportunity of formirg an acquaintance, 
and declaring his passion. On inquiring at a coach-office, he is in- 
formed, that a M€iss Pop has taken an inside place in the mail coach 
of that evening; delighted at the idea, the young banker takes the 
remaining three places ; the second Miss Pop, an ugly old lady, of 
most repulsive teudencies, enters the coach. ‘the enraptured banker 
rushes in after her—the coach starts, and, after a change of scene, 
arrives at ite first stage—here the travellers stop to refresh, and here 
the enamoured banker, behulding, for the first time, the features of 
his compavion in the coach, discovers that she is not the beautiful Miss 
Pop, and further, that his Miss Pop had started before him in the 
stage fur Daintry. Nothing damped in his ardour of pursuit, he starts 
for Daintry after her ina chaise and four, having first given his in- 
side place in the mail to a elerical-looking person, who turns out to be 
a London pickpocket. The banker arrives in Daintry, sees his bean- 
tiful Aliss Pop in Juliet, gives her, for a benefit ticket, a 1002, note 
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through mtstake for  10/. note, declares his-love to her, and resolves 
to follow her'to Dublin. A public notice arrives from London, stat- 
ing that a person (the description of whose person agrees with the 
young banker’s) is travelling through the country, for the purpose of 
passing forged notes of the Bank of England. The old Wiss Pop al- 
80 arrives, complaining that she has been robbed of her watch by the 
person who travelled with her in the coach, namely, Wr. Dibbs, the 
banker. Mr. Dibbs is instantly seized, examined and cannot, or will 
not, give any satisfactory account of the 100¢. note, is accused by 
the elder Miss Pop of having robbed her in the mail, and is on the 
point of being committed, when the real thief and forger is brought in 
convicted. The young banker is, of course, acquitted, and gives his 
hand to the younger Miss Pop —and the curtain falls.

The lady has already, we understand, netted above £1000 
by this trip, which will, of course, receive a handsome addition by the 
extension of her esgagement.—She returns to town on the 16th.
